A representative of the State Board of Agriculture visited Mr. 


Retzler at his farm Friday and made an investigation of the cir- 
cumstances of the case. However, he made no statement as to what 
action would be taken in the matter. 


Chemical Action? 


The analysis will probably be 


completed Monday and a report 
made to Mr. Ketzlcr. While there 
is ito doubt that 
the feed 
was 


poisoned there is no clew as to 
whether it 
became 
poisoned 


through chemical action or by 
some one who was bent 
on de- 


stroying the poultry. 


Drink Mucfi Water 


"When the poultry first started 


to die Mr. Retzler noticed that it 
occurred immediately after eating 
the feed. Each fowl, after being 
fed. seemed to become exceeding- 
ly thirsty and drink water until 
it died a short time later.
